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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 4, 6, 14 and 15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on April 25, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
2: Claims 2, 1 7 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2, 1 7 and 20 is indefinite for reciting organic flame retardant salts outside the 
scope of newly amended claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3, 5, 8-13, 16, 18 and 19 are allowed. The prior art of record neither discloses 
nor renders obvious the presently recited organic flame retardant salts. 

4. Claims 2, 1 7 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Argument 

5. Applicant's amendments filed September 9, 2007 have effectively overcome the previous 
rejections.
